In Williams- 
burg County a house occupied by a family 
named Hat ringtail was wrecked and all its 
occupants injured. 
T\vo tornadoes encircled 


the city of Columbus, neither of which 
touched. At Chapels Depot seven peisons 
are dead or wounded.

been torn to pieces. 


The tornado seems to have vented its 
fury to a gi eater or less degree throughout 
the entire State. 
Thousands of acres of 


foies!s were swopt away like chaff. 
Rail- 


road cais loaded with freight were lifted 
trom the tiacks, hurled hundreds of yards 
and wrecked. Many instances ate reported 
wheie patents and ehildieu were lifted from 
their homes by the storm, cairiej high in 
the air, ami landed oil the ground agalu 
without sustaining any injuiy.
